Schoo! Report. 


During the past year the schools, as a whole, have been 
satisfactory. The change from a number of entirely separate 
districts to a town system, made a few years ago, is one which 
time alone will perfect. ‘Too much of the old sectional feeling 
and district jealousies still remain. 

The endeavor of the present school board has been to do 
away with all this and to make the work of the different 
schools more uniform, at the same time allowing the individ- 
uality of the teachers to be asserted as far as possible. A 
study of the statistical table printed herewith, will show that 
something yet remains to be accomplished. : 

With one exception our schools have had the same teachers 
throughout the year. This has been to their advantage, and 
we hope the future policy will be to change teachers rarely. 
We think it better economy to retain a teacher who has proved 
her competency by experience, and has gained the love and 
respect of her pupils, even at an advance in salary. 

We recommend that the teachers and school board meet at 
least once a. year for the general discussion of school affairs, 
thus getting each other’s ideas. In this way we believe the 
desired uniformity of work and methods may be attained. 

The textbooks now in use are for the most part modern, all 
changes made having been in the line of progress and improve- 
ment, and while demanding more work and preparation on the 
part of the teacher, should give better results by the scholar. 
The time when the pupil’s chief duty was to see how much

from the printed pages of the textbook he could cram into his 
small brain, and the teacher’s to see that, parrot-like, he re- 
cited the printed answer without a slip in word or language, 
often indeed, with little, if any, idea of the meaning, is long past. 
Modern methods demand that the child be taught to think for 
himself, and te clothe his own ideas in proper language, 
Taking advantage of the law whereby a part of the school 
money, not to exceed 25 per cent. of the whole, may be ex- 
pended for the transportation of scholars, we this last year 
tried the experiment, but the results were not such that we 
recommend its continuance. 

The arrangement made with Kingston Academy needs re- 
visicn. That at present in force, as it is understood by the 
trustees of the academy, does not appear to us for the interest 
of the school district. We further recommend that any future 
contract with the trustees of that instituticn be in writing, that 
friction and misunderstanding may be avoided. 

Written examinations were given in the town schools last 
spring with results on the whole satisfactory. We recommend 
a continuance of the same, at least once a year, and that pro- 
motion depend in part upon the results of these examinations 
and in part for the general work of the year. 

The thanks of the citizens of the district are due Rev. 
William A. Patten for the gift of a piece of land adjoining the 
lot of Schoolhouse No. 3, at Patten’s Corner. 

The Schoolhouse No. 5, at South Kingston, is too small, 
and is located on a damp, unhealthy piece of ground, falts 
which need a remedy. 

Needed repairs have been made on the several school build- 
ings. For the cost of these we refer you to the treasurer’s re- 
port. 
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The number of children returned by the enumerator was 
204; 112 male, g2 female. 

Twenty-four children of school age were reported as not 
attending. Sickness was given as the cause in several cases. 
In others they were small children living at a distance from 
the school. A number living at the south part of the town, 
who were non-attendants, we could not oblige to go, as the 
school was already overcrowded.

The library is open Wednesday afternoons from 3 to 5 and 
Saturday evenings from 6 to 8. ‘The number of cards. given 
out during the past year as shown by the repcrt of the librarian 
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shows that the library is being made use of by an increased 
number of citizens. ‘The librarian’s report shows also that the 
average number of books given out each week has been ex- 
actly the same for the past year as: for the year before, which 
indicates that many of our citizens have read all the books 
suited to their tastes now contained in the library. ‘This wide- 
spread demand for reading suggests that an increased appro- 
priation, in addition to what is required by law, would meet 
with the hearty approval of a constantly increasing number of 
citizens. It seems especially desirable that books suited to 
young people should be added in sufficient number to keep up 
an interest which results in entertainment, profit and good in- 
fluence for our boys and girls, 

The trustees have in their possession a considerable number 
of volumes of magazines presented to the library by the Kings- 
ton Book Club with the condition that they are not to be circu- 
lated@until they have been bound. The magazines are valuable 
additions, and it is very desirable that an appropriation be 
made to pay for binding them.

Report of Board of Health. 


It has been deemed expedient by your Board of Health that 
it render to the public, by which it is appointed and qualified 
to serve, a brief report. 

First, that the public may the better understand the nature of 
the duties of such a Board, and the great general benefits to be 
derived from its exercising its powers judiciously, kindly, but 
with firmness. 

Second, that, the people may recall to mind that we did not 
make the law, and are not responsible therefor if its enforce- 
ment often seems an infringement on private rights. 

It needs but a glance at the statistics of the State Board to 
comprehend the immeasurable good already accruing to the 
entire State, in that not only since the existence of the Board 
the mortality from, but the frequency of, all contagious diseases 
among our people has been wonderfully diminished. If it is the 
duty of the State to protect its citizens in a matter of property 
and all the civil rights, how much more should it be so ina 
matter of health and immunity from death. 

It should be recalled that the quarantining of a house and 
posting a notice or card, does not in any sense change the 
nature of or the danger from a given disease. 

Let it be thought however, that as diseases, their remedies 
and prevention are better understood, that this is a simple safe- 
guard to the community, erected under the law and that through 
its means, the rules being adhered to, many dreaded epidemics 
and deaths are certainly avoided, 
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Although acting immediately under the authority of the State 
Board, the local Board has full powers to exercise its judgment, 
in matters of quarantine, whether there be greater or less 
restriction in each given case. 

And this must evidently be so; for as no two cases would be 
likely to occur under exactly the same environment, so then, no 
two cases can be dealt with after the same manner. 

Your Board has endeavored to do its duty with kindness, but 
as strictly in accordance with higher instructions as the exe- 
gencies seemed to demand. 

Our Secretary, Dr. Sweeny, has kept himself in almost daily 
touch with the State Board during the prevailing of any conta- 
gion, and our Chairman, Mr. Woodman, has often sought 
advice from Dr. Watson, our State Secretary, whenever such 
advice was felt to be needed. 

There are very many things coming legitimately under the 
jurisdiction of a Board of Health, such as the condition of 
sink-drains, wells, cellars, cesspools, etc., which your Board has 
hoped the people would become educated to the care of ina 
little time, and thus save the necessity of apparent interference. 

But it must not be lost sight of that the public health and 
well being is considered of sufficient importance by the State 
authorities that these things be kept under the strictest surveil- 
ance, ; 

We append a few of the more important paragraphs from the 
laws, which it is deemed well for all to read and remember : 

ARTICLE I. Every physician practicing medicine in this State 
shall report at once to the local Board of Health, every case of 
cholera, small-pox, typhus fever, yellow fever, diphtheria, mem- 


branous croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, and measles, coming 
under his care or observation. 
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ARTICLEII. Whenever any householder knows, or has reason 
to believe that any person within his family or household has 
either of the diseases named in Article 1, he shall, within twenty- 
four hours, if no physician is in attendance, give notice thereof 
to the local Board of Health of the town or city in which he 
resides, and such notice shall be given either verbally to one 
of the health officers, or by a communication’ addressed to the 
Board of Health and duly mailed within the time specified. 


ARTICLE 111. Local Boards of Health, upon being notified of 
the existence of any of the diseases named in Article 1, shall 
immediately placard the infected house in a conspicuous manner, 
and effectually isolate the case (and the family if deemed nec- 
essary), In accordance with instructions already issued, or that 
may be issued, by the State Board of Health. 


ARTICLE VI. Isolation and disinfection must, in all cases, be 
carried out in accordance with instructions already furnished 
to local Boards of Health. 


ARTICLE XII. Any person or corporation violating the rules 
and regulations issued by the State board of Health shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than two hundred dollars, or be 
imprisoned not more than six months, or both, and it shall be 
the duty of any person to whom a knowledge of such violation 
may.come to notify the State Board of Healta. 


It shall be the duty of local Boards of Health to enforce, in 
their}respective towns, all rules and regulations issued by the 
State Board of Health. (Sec. 2, chap. 30, acts and resolves, 
1893).
